of the two existing regiments of Soudanese 
ani. Senegalese rifles, was called into being in 
Senegal. Since then regiments of Aunatnite 
Titles and Tonquin rifles wore forined. ‘The 
only fault the writer has to lind with our 
Nutive troops in India is that thoy 
‘are very improperly called ree 
giments,’ instead of battalions. Call them 
by whatever name they please, they 
will remain the best native troops in the 
worlil, In the Italian Colonial army of 
Erythrea the constitution uf the regiments 
is pretty wach the some as our own and the 
number of European ollicers the same. But 
thoy also have European drill instructors. 
The Portus o native an my isan extruordi- 
nary force whether that in India or in the 
West is concerned. That in East Africa 
is maintainod by the Mozatnbique Company 
and consists partly of natives and partly of 
Europeans, all the battalions being mixed 
with an ulcer or non-commissioned oflicer 
to every five or six privates, In the 
Spanish forees of the Philippines nutive 
troopa are employed, but no native can 
rico to any commissioned grades unless 
taitied ut a military achool in Spain. 
The tactical unit is the battalion of uix 
companies. Tho officers, with the above 
exeeption, aro Spaniards while the non- 
commissioned oflicers are partly European 
and partly Native, Germany only boasts 
one native regiment. It has twelve com- 
panies, each having ning officers or non- 
commissioned officurs, and cach having an 
artillery section with a few field and machine 
guns, ‘The Russian native urmy possesses 
one advantage over other colonial armies, 
in that natives can riso to field rank, while 
the army of the Dutch East Indies ro- 
sembles that of Portuguese Africa in 
that it has mixed units of Europeans 
and natives, ‘The natives perform all the 
utduous duties, the Enropeaus being held 
jn regerve. Hut the Native Christisus have 
the saine privileges ax Murepeans, and all 
rinky ure open to then, Franco insists 
on attaching Muropenn. non-commissioned 
oflicers to its native troops. ‘The French, 
Spanish and Portuguese employ natives in 
their artillery only as drivers, the Englieh 
using thom as gunners only in the Moun- 
tain battevics. 
and Ltslians employ native gunners, who 
are to be found also in the Conge Free 
State, As regards cavalry, England and 
Russia make most, uso of them “and troat 
them hest, for the Italiaits, the Dutch und 
the Wrench huve tho rank-und-tile mixed 
and the European and native truopers ride 
side by side.—Humbey Gazette.
